2. The case of the workmen , as per their statement of 
claim , is that the employer started the farm somewhere in 
the year 1962 anid the workers , whose services have been ter 
minated , were working in the farm from its inception . The 
farm grows pineapple; sugarcane and banäna , besīdes having 
guava and coconut trees ; 50-60 workers, male and female, 
were engaged to work in the farm , but this number was 
gradually reduced till it reached 40 in the year 1961, when 
the concerned workmen were removed from services . The 
rate of wages paid to the labourers were below the mininum 
rates of Wages as fixed by the Minimum Wages 
Committee 
and notified by the Govt . of Goa , Daman & Diu . The owner 
of the farm , one Mr. N : M. Irani, was residing in Bombay 
and the farm was managed by one Mr. R., M. Desai, who 
died in 1975 and thereafter by one Mr. Bascar Valulievkar, 
who is the present manager . On 22-9-1979 , the concerned 
workmen reported for duty , as usual, at 8 ä . m .; at 9.30 a . m . 
they were called to the office of the farm and informed that, 
from that day i. e . 22nd, their services stood terminated and 
they should discontinue from coming to the farm ; no reasons 
were given and no termination letter issued to them , inepite 
of their request for such letter. For about a fortnight , the 
workmen continued to come to the farm but were not 
allowed to work , the workmen then raised an industrial 
dispute before the Labour Commissioner , which was finally 
referred by the Government for adjudication by this Tribunal. 
It is submitted that the termination , without assigning any 
reason, is illegal and null and void and , therefore , it should 
be set aside and the workmen reinstated with continuity of 
service and full back wages .

AWARD 


NO DISPUTE AWARD 


This is a complaint under Section 33A of the I.D.A., 1947, 
in short the Act , filed by the above complainant against the 
above opponent for the contravention of the provision of 
Section 33 ( 2 ) ( b ) of the Act . 

2. It is complainant s case that, when an industrial dispute 
referred by the Government under Order NO. IRM / CEF ( 217 ) / 
175 / IT - 12 / 76 dated 5-8-1976 , was pending adjudication ben 
fore this Tribunal, the employer dismissed the complaint 
without complying with the provisions of Section 33 ( 2 ) ( b ) of 
the Act and without observing the principles of natural 
justice . He has , therefore , demanded his reinstatement with 
full back wäges and continuity of services . 

3. The opponent, in its written statement , states that the 
complainant is not tenable , as the employer has not con 
travened the provisions of the Act. It is submitted that 
the calender of events would show that the dismissal of 
the complainant took place when there was no dispute pend 
ing before any authority to the knowledge of the opponent . 
Without prejudice to this contention , it is submitted that 
the complaint is not covered by section 33 ( 2 ) ( b ) of the Act 
and that the removal of the complainant was not a matter 
connected with the dispute that is pending before the Tri. 
bunal. The complainant was removed after he was given 
opportunity to defend himself. 

4. The complainant has filed a rejoinder to the written , 
statement of the opponents 

5. By order - passed by my Ld. Predecessor, Dr. Coelho, on 
14-7-1980 the preliminary issue regarding maintainability of 
the complaint was decided in favour of the complainant. 

6. When evidence was to be led by the parties on the merits 
of this complaint, the representative of both the parties apo 
proached the Tribunal and filed a memo of settlement pray 
ing that a 

consent award be passed by the Tribunal in 
terms of the said settlement. The settlement terms are as 
.. follows : 
" 1. Employer, M / s. Vaman Govind Shinde will pay the 

workman , Tshwar B , Shenke a súm of Rs. 1,530 / 
(Rupees One Thousand Five Hundred and Thirty 
Only ) as full and final settlement of his claims 

arising out of the present reference. 
2. The workman ; in consideration of the fact that he 

is being paid the aforesaid amount , states that he 
has no other claim whatsoever against the employer 
M / s . Vaman Govind Shinde in respect of his . em 
ployment with them and also as per the complaint 
filed by him to the Hon ble Tribunal under Sec. 33A 

of the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947. 
3. The dispute is settled in terms of paragraph ( 1 ) & 

( 2 ) above . 
6. I have duly considered the above terms of settlement 
which are just and fair to both the parties and, hence , I 
accept them and pass the following order : 


This is a reference made to this Tribunal by the Govern 
ment of Goa , Daman & Diu , by its order No. IRM /CON / (85 ) / 
/ 75 /TT - 23 / 77 dated 24th January , 1978. The schedule annexed 
to the order of reference reads as follows : 

" Whether the action of the management of M / s. Shali 
mar Bar and Restaurant, Panaji Goa , in terminating 
the services of Shri Rajesh Shetty , mate , with effect 
from 14-6-1975 is legal and justified ? 

If not, to what relief the workman is entitled to ? !!. 
2. The case of the workman , as per his statement of claim , 
is that he was employed in the employer s establishment as 
& mate in or about November , 1974. No appointment letter 
was issued to him , nor his service conditions were made 
known to him . The workmen employed by the employer for-", 
med à Union and started agitating their demands . This 
annoyed the employer , who started terrorizing the workmen 
and warning the Jr. members not to join the Union . The 
workman joined the Union while an industrial dispute of 
the workers was pending conciliation before the Labour : 
Commissioner . When the employer came, to know of this . 
fact, immediately issued him notice dated 15-5-1975 of ter 
mination of his service w.e.i. 14-6-1975 . The employee, through 
the Union , protested against such termination , but with no 
result . Then the matter was taken up before the Labour . 
Commissioner , who started conciliation proceedings which 
took a long time and, after a delay of more than two years , 
a failure report was submitted by the Labour Commissioner 
to the Government. Hence , this reference. The contention of 
the workman is that the termination of his services by the 
employer is illegal, unjustified and motivated by victimiza 
tion . He has prayed for reinstatement, with continuity of 
services and full back wages. 


3. The employer , in its written statement , has stated that 
the workman was employed as Asstt. Cook on a probation 
period of six months w.e.f. 15-1-1975 . During this period, 
it was found that his performance was not satisfactory , as 
a result of which he was issued a letter dated 15-5-1975 
terminating his services from 14-6-1975 . He was paid full 
wages of six months during which he was on probation , but 
did not accept his wages from 1-6-1975 to 14-6-1975 , when . 
the same were offered to him . The employer is entitled to 
terminate the services of a probationer wher they are not 
found satisfactory . The allegation of malafide and victimis. 
zation are to be proved by the Union to the satisfaction of 
the Court. As per the information of the employer, the 
workman is , at present, usefully eñployed . 

4. After issues were framed and list of evidence filed , the 
case was posted for evidence and adjourned on various occa 
sions. Finally , the Union s representative filed an application 
stating that the parties had arrived at an amicable settlement 
outside the Tribunal and, therefore, this reference be treated 
as closed , after passing a no dispute award . Heard the 
employer s representative on this application , he gave his no 
objection , 
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5. Since the matter has been compromised outside the 
Tribunal as per the statement of the parties , there is no 
actual dispute between the parties to be adjudicated upon 
and , hence , I pass this No Dispute Award and order that this 
matter be treated as disposed off. No order as to cost.
